Certification Procedures 

(Effective December 2 9 , 1 9 6 0 ) 

SUBCHAPTER A—PHOCEDURAL REGULATIONS 

P a r t 406, Regulat ions of the A d m i n i s ­
trator , h a s been extensively altered by 
a m e n d m e n t a n d m u c h of its terminology 
has become obsolete. W i t h o u t i n t e g r a ­
tion of the fifteen amendments to date 
a n d usage of c u r r e n t terminology i n the 
basic regulation, confusion a n d misuse 
can. result . F o r these reasons a c o m ­
plete restatement of the p a r t is neces ­
sary . T h i s revision incorporates the out ­
s tanding amendments , up-dates t e r m i ­
nology a n d deletes obsolete m a t e r i a l . 

I n a s m u c h as this revision is procedural 
only a n d imposes no additional burden 
on a n y person, notice a n d public proce ­
dure hereon are unnecessary a n d it m a y 
be made effective immediately . 

I n consideration of the foregoing. P a r t 
406 of C h a p t e r I I I of T i t l e 14 of t h e Code 
of F e d e r a l Regulat ions is hereby revised, 
effective on. the date of its publ icat ion I n 
the FEDERAL R E C I S T E R , to r e a d as follows;

S u c h forms a n d doc­
uments wi l l continue i n use unt i l t h e y 
have been superseded or revoked. 

Subpart B—Issuance of Certificates 

§ 4 0 0 . 1 1 General. 

( a I Application. E x c e p t as otherwise 
indicated i n this subpart , a n appl icat ion 
for a certificate m a y be obtained from, 
and shal l be submitted to, a r e p r e s e n t a ­
tive of the Agency or to one of its r e ­
gional, district , or field offices. 

(b) Examination. A medical e x a m i ­
nat ion where required w i l l be given by 
a n aviat ion medical e x a m i n e r as i n d i ­
cated i n this subpart . A theoretical or 
w r i t t e n e x a m i n a t i o n where required w i l l 
be given by a representative of the 
Agency except that a student pilot m a y 
be examined on the C i v i l A i r R e g u l a ­
tions by a certificated flight instructor . 
W r i t t e n examinat ions wi l l be conducted 
at selected recognized airports . I t i n e r ­
aries of agents w i l l be posted at such 
airports . 

i c ) Issuance. Requirements c o n c e r n ­

ing t h e i ssuance of a certificate are set 
f o r t h i n C h a p t e r I of t h i s t it le , or i n 
t h i s p a r t . 

§ 406.12 Medical certificates. 

T h e following medica l certificates wi l l 
be issued by t h e Agency to qualified 
a p p l i c a n t s : ( a ) First-class medical cer­
tificate—ill Purpose. T h i s certif icate 
m u s t be obtained by a n a p p l i c a n t for, or 
the holder of, a n air l ine t r a n s p o r t pilot 
r a t i n g , 

(2) Examination. A n examinat ion 
for this certificate wi l l be given by an 
aviat ion m e d i c a l examiner specifically 
designated for this purpose. A l ist of 
these aviat ion medical examiners i n any 
a r e a m a y be obtained by addressing a 
request to the Regional M a n a g e r of the 
region i n w h i c h the a r e a is located. 

(3) Issuance. T h i s certificate wi l l be 
issued o n a " M e d i c a l C e r t i f i c a t e , " F o r m 
FAA-1004 .1 w i t h t h e appropriate class 
entered i n the space provided. 

(4) Additional requirements. F u r t h e r 
provisions regarding this certif icate are 
contained i n P a r t 29 of C h a p t e r I of this 
title. 

(b) Second-class medical certificate— 
(1) Purpose. T h i s certif icate m u s t be 
obtained by a n a p p l i c a n t for, or holder 
of, a commercia l pilot certificate, a i r -
trafHc control - tower operator certificate, 
flight navigator certificate, flight e n g i ­
neer certificate, or c o m m e r c i a l l i g h t e r -
t h a n - a i r pilot certificate. 

(2) Examination. A n examinat ion 
for this certif icate wi l l be given by a n 
aviat ion medical e x a m i n e r . A list of the 
aviat ion m e d i c a l examiners i n a n y a r e a 
m a y be obtained by addressing a request 
to the R e g i o n a l M a n a g e r of the region 
i n w h i c h the a r e a is located. 

(3) Issuance. T h i s certificate wi l l be 
issued o n a " M e d i c a l C e r t i f i c a t e " , F o r m 
FAA-1004 .1 w i t h the appropriate c lass 
entered i n the space provided.

obtained by a n appl icant for, or holder 
of. a s tudent pi lot certificate, private 
pilot certificate, s tudent l i g h t e r - t h a n -
air pilot certificate, private l i g h t e r - t h a n -
air pilot certificate, free balloon pilot 
certificate, a n d flight radio operator 
certificate. 

(2) Examination, A n e x a m i n a t i o n 
for this certificate wil l be given by a n 
aviat ion medical examiner . A l ist of the 
aviat ion medical examiners I n any area 
m a y be obtained by addressing a request 
to the Regional Manager of the region 
i n w h i c h the area is located. 

i3) Issuance. T h i s certificate wi l l be 
issued on a " M e d i c a l Cert i f icate , " F o r m 
FAA-1004 ,1 , with the appropriate c lass 
entered i n the space provided. 

(4) Additional requirements. F u r t h e r 
provisions regarding this certificate are 
contained in P a r t 29 of C h a p t e r I of 
this title. 

(d) Delegation of authority. T h e a u ­
thority vested i n the A d m i n i s t r a t o r to 
issue or deny the issuance of medical 
certificates by section 602(a) a n d 602(b) 
of the Act is delegated to the C i v i l A i r 
Surgeon a n d his authorized representa ­
tives w i t h i n the Agency to the extent 
necessary (1) to examine appl icants for 
a n d holders of a i r m a n medica l cert i f i ­
cates for compliance w i t h the m e d i c a l 
s t a n d a r d s applicable to the issuance or 
renewal of a i r m a n m e d i c a l certificates; 
a n d <2> to issue, renew, or deny i ssuance 
or r e n e w a l of a i r m a n medica l certificates 
to appl icants or holders of such cert i f i ­
cates based upon compliance or n o n c o m ­
pliance with the applicable medica l 
s tandards . Subject to s u c h l imitat ions 
as m a y be provided by rules or r e g u l a ­
tions of the Agency, the authority dele ­
gated above is also delegated to aviat ion 
medical examiners . 

T h e authority vested i n the A d m i n i s t r a ­
tor by section 609 of the A c t to reexamine 
a n y civi l a i r m a n to the extent necessary 
to a m e n d , suspend, or revoke a medical 
certificate, is delegated to the C i v i l A i r 
Surgeon or his authorized representative 
w i t h i n the Agency. 

(e) Reconsideration of denial of medi­
cal certificate by aviation medical exam­
iner. A n y act ion of a n a v i a t i o n medical 
e x a m i n e r denying issuances of a m e d i c a l 
certificate s h a l l be subject to recons id ­
eration by the C i v i l A i r Surgeon or his 
authorized representative . D e n i a l of I s ­
suance of a m e d i c a l certificate by a n a v i ­
at ion medica l e x a m i n e r shal l not c o n s t i ­
tute a denial by the Adminis trator under 
section 602, F e d e r a l A v i a t i o n Act of 1958. 
A n y person whose appl icat ion for i s s u ­
ance of a m e d i c a l certificate h a s been 
denied by a n aviat ion m e d i c a l examiner 
m a y apply for reconsideration of s u c h 
denial pursuant to section 314(b) of the 
F e d e r a l A v i a t i o n Act by application 
made i n writ ing a n d addressed to the 
C i v i l A i r Surgeon, F e d e r a l Aviat ion 
Agency, W a s h i n g t o n 25, D . C . , together 
w i t h a copy addressed to the respective 
m e d i c a l examiner . I n the event no a p ­
pl icat ion for reconsideration is made 
with in thir ty days of the action of the 
aviation medica l examiner , the appl icant 

wi l l be deemed to h a v e acquiesced i n the 
act ion a n d to have w i t h d r a w n h i s a p p l i ­
cat ion for medical certif icate. D e n i a l by 
the C i v i l A i r Surgeon, or h i s r e p r e s e n t a ­
tive, upon appl icat ion for r e c o n s i d e r a ­
tion, s h a l l constitute a denial by the A d ­
minis trator under section 602, F e d e r a l 
A v i a t i o n A c t . 

(f) Reconsideration of denial by the 
Civil Air Surgeon of medical certificate. 
A n y denial by the C i v i l A i r Surgeon or 
his authorized representative w i t h i n the 
Agency s h a l l constitute a denial by the 
A d m i n i s t r a t o r under section 602 of the 
Act . A n y person whose application for 
issuance of a medical certificate h a s been 
denied ini t ia l ly or upon reconsideration 
by the C i v i l A i r Surgeon or his a u t h o r ­
ized representative w i t h i n the Agency 
m a y petition the Adminis trator p u r s u a n t 
to 14 C F R 405.32 for exemption from 
P a r t 29 of the C i v i l A i r Regulations , or 
he m a y appeal from s u c h a decision to 
the C i v i l Aeronautics B o a r d . 

ig) Medical certification by senior 
flight surgeons of the military services. 
I n accordance w i t h agreements entered 
into by the C i v i l A i r Surgeon o n one 
h a n d a n d his counterpart i n each of the 
m i l i t a r y services o n the other h a n d , the 
F A A h a s designated as aviat ion medical 
examiners for the Agency, senior flight 
surgeons on specified m i l i t a r y posts, s t a ­
tions a n d faci l i t ies . T h e s e special ly d e s ­
ignated aviat ion m e d i c a l examiners are 
authorized to perform the p h y s i c a l e x ­
a m i n a t i o n of appl icants for F A A m e d i c a l 
certificates who are on active duty or 
others who are eligible u n d e r D e p a r t ­
ment of Defense m e d i c a l programs for 
F A A medical certi f ication as c i v i l a i r ­
men.

R e f u s a l or fai lure to provide the 
requested author izat ion m a y be cause 
for denia l , suspension, modification, or 
revocation of the m e d i c a l certificate.
